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Wilmington cable TV rate changes __- 


Effective Sept. 1, Continental 
Cablevision will make numerous 
changes in cable service and 
equipment prices to comply with 
the 1992 federal cable law and new 
regulations issued by the Federal 
Communications Commission 
(FCC). 

As a result, some customers’ 
monthly cable bill will decrease, 
others will increase, and some will 
change little. Continental will not 
benefit financially from these 
changes. The changes include 
adjustments in rates for cable 
service packages and equipment 
fees, elimination of some fees and 
the introduction of new options for 
customers. € 

Under the new FCC sate 
regulations, cable companics must 
adjust their rates to either a 
“benchmark” or, average rate 
determined by the FCC, or a rate 
based on the cost of doing business 
in a community. 

“We are eliminating the cost of 
an additional cable outlet from 
$7.95 to $0.00 cents per month and 
reducing other cable service 
options" said Continental General 
Manager Greg Brennan. "On the 
other hand, the actual cost of some 
services is higher than what we've 
been charging, so those prices will 
increase. For example, the cost of 
standard cable service, 53 channels, 
will increase from $22.45 to 
$24.06 per month."

Frankly misses facts 


Dear Larz: 

This is in response to the Frankly 
Speaking column of August 25 
1993 entitled “Abundant Lif 
Closing Creates Budget Buster. 
There are several statements which 
do not provide the readers with an 
accurate picture of the extent of the 
work of the Schoel Committee and 
its Space Necds Subcommittee on 
the issues of housing students and 
the budgetary implications. 

Contrary to the statement that "the 
committee has yet to fully consider 
better options," the School 
Committee has spent substantial 
time in an analysis of our space 
needs and evaluating our options. 
Former School Committee member 
Peggy Kane began chairing a 
subcommittee composed of parents, 
teachers, administrators, citizens, 
and members of the Town 
Departments and Town officers in 
November, 1992. Peter DeRoeve, 
as Acting Superintendent, has 
presented these options at several 
public meetings. Additional 
suggestions have come from parents 
as well as Town Manager Mike 
Caira. Several of these options were 
soundly rejected by those present at 
these public meetings and, given the 
ion of the Space Needs 
Subcommittee "to develop, review, 
and recommend plans which 
determine the most effective 
utilization of instructional space 
available within the Town of 
Wilmington," the School 
Committee has accepted the 
recommendation to re-open the 
Boutwell. 

It is encouraging to note that 
Kevin agrees with our position 
regarding the growth of the 
elementary population, but what I 


also would like readers to know is 
that the present space conditions for 
students and staff are inadequate and 
inappropriate. At Wildwood we 
should not have a nurse's office in a 
converted boys’ lavatory nor a 
special needs resource room in the 
principal's office. And we presently 
could use one more teacher at 
Wildwood but, even if we could 
afford it in our budget there is 
simply no room. Shawsheen is 
coping with a’ prescnt room 
shortage and all our art and music 
teachers have no classrooms. gf their 
own. In some of our buildings, what 
was once set up as computer labs on 
the cutting edge of technology have 
since been dismantled for classroom 
space or crowded into space in the 
libraries. 

And your enrollment figures do 
fairly accurately delineate our 
increases, though as of August 27 
we are now at 70 new students,or 
two additional classrooms of 35 
students each. 

But the budgetary analysis the 
column presents is distorted and 
presumes decisions not yct even 
under discussion by the School 
Committee. We would not hire 10 
additional teachers for the first 
year, and may not reopen—with a 
principal that first year.

Republicans are knocking at the door

Massachusetts Republicans have\an uncanny ability to hear 
opportunity knocking without ever listening. Case in point, the 
ghost of scandals past and the tidal wave of Populist revolt crashing 
against the G.O.P. headquarters doofs in Boston, crying out for a 
good Republican candidate to challenge Ted Kennedy in 1994. 

But the candidates are withering on the vine despite the G.O.P.'s 
best chance in history to bring down the democratic Goliath and 
one-time Liberal Icon. 

The G.O.P.'s potential moment in the sun is triggered by a 
demographic, political revolution that has taken root in just the five 
short years since Kennedy last faced the voters. In November of 
1989 incumbency was still a virtue, Ross Perot a nonentity and the 
Baystate still the most forgiving of electorates, swooning over 
Kennedy memorabilia. 


But as 1993 creeps toward history, the state where Kennedy 
magic was bor is slipping into the hands of the mob, also known as 
the people-a new, irreverent flock of voters. 

What's also changed is that the virtue of incumbency is oxymoron 
and forgiving voters went out with Mike Dukakis, Just ask him? 

But the G.O.P.'s party machinery has never been effective in 
recruiting candidates, even when opportunity knocks loudly. You 
could hear the sign of relief from Hyannisport when Economic 
Affairs Secretary Gloria Larson ruled out a Kennedy challenge. 
The highly eloquent Cape Republican could have been a real 
contender just on the undertones alone. 


The same can not be said for Andy Card, who'd be just another 
pin stripped suit going head to head with a more expensive pin 
stripped suit with a name. His exit stage left is a sign from the Gods 
of Politics for the Republicaris to use some recruitment muscle. 

Now is the time for all good women to come to the aid of their 
Grand Old Party. Time for Weld, the party's titular head, to 
privately deliver the "party needs you speech” to Larson or a 
comparable replacement like State Senator Hicks. After all, it's a 
women's world and Ted Kennedy knows it. 

State Republicans can achieve three important goals by recruiting 


the right woman to take on Ted. First, as they sce him as 
vulnerable, Democratic activists could circle the wagons round the 
senator and consequently weaken the opposition to Governor 
Weld's same year re-election bid. Second, when Republicans 
nationwide discover that Massachusetts has someone other than a 
suspicious name-caller like James Darwin Carter challenging the 
party's most infamous nemesis, the campaign dollars will fly in as 
quickly as the national media, Third-this is Ted's race to lose.

Before you dismiss the School Committee's Shirley Callan as too 
controversial for the upcoming Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
race, consider her now famous (or infamous, depending on who 
you talk to) survivability factor. Callan topped the ticket in her 
maiden bid for the school committee in 1985, beat back strong 
challenges in 1988 and 1991, and absolutely pulverized her 
opposition in a nasty, special recall election earlier this year. 

Once dismissed as a gadfly local official bent on 
headline-grabbing politics, Callan is today respected by friends and 
foes alike as a savvy pol who's made a brilliant career out of 
come-from-behind victories, "It seems like each time the insiders 
are writing her obituary, she ends up on top,” said one town hall 
veteran. 

Now the politician with nine lives, who's developed the enviable 
reputation of “local whistleblower" as she likes to describe herself, 
could have her sights set on Bob Cain's seat on the board of 
selectmen. Cain is toying with the idea of retirement, and Callan's 
candidacy would come at the heels of Diane Allan's election-the 
first woman to sit on the board since Wavie Drew. Callan just might 
have a good shot at expanding female representation on the board 
of town fathers. 

Callan said she's seriously weighing a candidacy because she likes 


"the politics, the dialogue and the issues” that come before the ~ 


selectmen but criticized board members for lacking a "sense of 
direction" in their public policy discourse. "I don't think there's a 
lot of cohesion, or focus,” said Callan, who is the director of adult 
education in Methuen and a resident of Wobum Street. Callan may 
join former selectman Mark Haldane in the race. Haldane has said 
he will be a candidate next year should Cain retire. 


Explaining the "Tewksbury Police News"

After receiving a number of complaints over the years, perhaps a 
note of explanation is needed about the Tewksbury Police News. 
The weekly police write-up is taken directly from the desk and 
cruiser logs, provided by the Tewksbury Police Department. The 
information in the logs, however, is rather dry. An entry might 
read"B&E at 000 Shawsheen. See report." That's all. Police use a 
form of shorthand, with B&E equating to Breaking and Entering. 
If there seems to be a story beyond the "routine" crime report I 
may ask to see the officer's report. Sometimes, but not always. 
The information is taken down by this scribe Monday night and 
embellished slightly while writing the weekly report on Tuesday, 
such as "... a housebreak was discovered on Shawsheen Street." 
House numbers are not given because we try hard not to identify 
victims. Victims of sex crimes likewise will not be identified, 
unless the pursuit of truth provides a compelling reason to do so. 
Not often, but occasionally. Mistakes happen, through computer 
confusion and human error, but we strive for absolute accuracy. 
The Tewksbury Police News column tends to run a bit long, so an 
occasional piece of humor is interjected to keep the pace lively. 
Occasionally, the police officers themselves will inject a note of 
humor in their reports, and they can be a funny bunch, but any 


officer-provided humor is noted as such. Humor slipped in at 
random is usually the artistic license of this scribe. 1 do, whenever 
possible, attempt to find humorous incidents in the weekly log 
pages, and I'm rarely disappointed. Silliness abounds. 

In case of arrests, names and address are taken directly from the 
arrest booking log, along with the charges. If the arrest was made 
mistakenly, say the arrest warrant was recalled by the court but the 
police were never notified, we pull the name of the arrestee if the 
mistake is caught in time. If the charges are dismissed or,a “not 
guilty" finding is made, that fact will usually not appear here.This 
reporter simply does not have all week to spend in Lowell District 
Court, tracking the disposition of every case. If arrested by the 
Tewksbury police, for any reason, you can expect to see your name 
in print. The names of those arrested will not be withheld from 
print, so don't even ask. If arrested, your name appears. Period. 

The cut-off age for printing a juvenile's name is age 17. Anyone 
age 17 or older will have their name printed, those under the age of 
17 will not, but exceptions may be made for egregious crimes.

Improving Mass. 
environmental law 
enforcement 


\ by State Senator John O'Brien 
Bill: "An Act Relative to Improving Environmental 
Law Enforcement in the Commonwealth, Status: The 
Senate Committee on Steering and Policy. 

The intent of this bill is to strengthen penalties imposed on those 
individuals who commit infractions against the environment. 
This legislation also proposes to establish an Environmental 
Prosecution Fund. This bill authorizes the Commonwealth to 
begin proceedings for the forfeiture of the assets of any person 
that were used.in the commission of crimes against the 
environment. All penalties, fines, attorney's fees and recovered 
properties are. to be placed in this fund to be used to support 
environmental law enforcement activities undertaken by the 
Attorney General, the District Attorney, Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs, local police and fire departments, local 
Board of Health and Conservation Commission. 

As a co-sponsor of this legislation, I believe "An Act Relative to 
Improving Environmental Law Enforcement" is an important 
piece of legislation. If passed, it will significantly aid the 
protection of our environment. I am looking forward to working 
toward the passage of this bill. 

Bill: Commonwealth's Lead Paint Laws. Status: Senate 
Committee on Ways and Means 

As many of you may have experienced when either buying or 
selling real estate, Massachusetts has one of the oldest and most 
rigid lead paint laws in the nation. There are several bills pending 
in the legislature to address the serious threat that lead paint 
poses. Because so many bills concerning this subject have been 
filed, the speaker of the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
appointed a Special Committee of the House of Representatives to 
analyze all pieces of legislation regarding lead paint pending in 
the State Legislature. This committee reported its findings in July. 
The intent of the committee's report was to make 
recommendations to reform current lead paint statutes to insure 
that children's health be protected while also easing the burden of

Women in the arts lecture, Sept 15 


The Wilmington Council for the 
Arts will present a lecture at the 
Arts Center, entitled "Women 
Artists through the Ages," 
Wednesday, September 15 at 7:30. 

Martha Chiarchiaro, a teacher of 
art history at the Worcester Art 
Museum will serve as guest 
speaker. Ms. Chiarchiaro, who 
holds a masters degree in art 
history from Williams College will 
be teaching the course, “Women 
Artists through the Centuries” at 
the museum this fall. Slides will be 
an added feature of the 
presentation. 

The only female member of the 
painters guild during the 


remarkable period of Dutch art in 
the 17th Century was Judith 
Leyster (1609-1660). She 
contributed to a remarkable period 
in the "Golden Age" of Dutch art 
in the age of Rembrandt and Frans 
Hals. Leyster was exceptional for 
her participation in the competitive 
art market which was dominated 
by men, 

Artists who wished to sell their 
works at public fairs and markets 
were required to belong to the 
artists’ guild, which protected the 
rights of its members. Leyster's 


acceptance into the guild in 1633 
confirmed her status as a 
professional painter, and meant she 
was able to establish a workshop 
and take on students. 

The Worcester Art Museum is 
mounting an exhibition of 
Leyster's works by her leading 
contemporaries including Frans 
Hals, Dirck Hals and Molenaer in 
the Worcester exhibition. 

There is no admission fee for the 
lecture at the Wilmington Arts 
Center and all are welcome.

Longer deer season means big business 


by Bill Conlon 

The Massachusetts Fisheries and 
Wildlife Board voted August 26 to 
add three days to the shotgun deer 
season, effective this year. 

That means big business and more 
time in the field. Great. 

The shotgun deer season will now 
run from November 29 until Dec- 
ember 11, instead of ending Dec- 
ember 8. The change won't affect 
the deer season in Zones 12-14 (the 
Cape and the islands) whiclr will 
remains Nov. 29 to Dec. 8. 

The change was discussed during 
a public hearing in July, and a full 
month was allowed for comments, 
prior to last month's vote. 

The change, according to Deer 
Project leader Gary Vecellio, will 
allow the state to better control the 
deer population through the harvest 
of female deer (does). 

Hunters during the archery and 
primitive weapon seasons may take 
antlerless deer, but the bulk of the 
harvest is made during the shotgun 
season. The state issues antlerless 
deer permits to control the ratio of 
bucks to does, and shotgunners are 
the only ones required to obtain the 
permits. 

The higher the deer population in 
a given zone, the more antlerless 
permits the state will issue. A single 
buck can ... ahem .., "service" an 
awful lot of does in a single season, 
but the does are responsible for the 
birth rate, and the population. 

Deer populations around the turn 
of the century were pretty thin, due 
to unlimited harvesting of does. All 
deer were fair game back then, and 
the herd itself were decimated. 

But the key to deer numbers c: 
through antlers-only hunting. The 
deer population stabilized with the 
advent of antlers-only, and the deer 
numbers continue to rise. 

In fact, Massachusetts has 60,000 
deer, according to latest estimates. 
In a state this small, that's a lot of 
deer! Record deer harvests are old 
news in Massachusetts, where every 
year it seems the record is broken 
again. 

The issuance of antlerless permits 
to shotgunners helps control deer 
numbers, shotgunners are taking a 
smaller percentage of the annual 
deer harvest. In ten years, the take 
by shotgun has fallen to 70 percent, 
down from 81 percent, with bows 
and muzzle-loaders accounting for 
an increased portion of the harvest. 

To. retain control of the harvest, 
the state agreed to give shotgunners

Now, the shotgun deer season will 
run for two solid weeks, except for 
Sunday. That means motels will be 
booked for two full weeks, making 
them happy. 

Add to the motels such peripheral 


lunch stops, groceries and sporting 
goods outlets, and the laundramats 
where soggy hunters go to dry out, 
and you've got some serious cash 
pouring into the backwaters of the 
Bay State. Deer season gives motel 
owners a "swing" season, between 
the end of leaf-peeper time and the,

Big business indeed, 

Oh, there will be people griping 
about the extended deer season, of 
course! Deer season just wouldn't 
be the same without the enviroNuts 
lamenting the "senseless slaughter 
of animals" ... blah, blah, blah. 


Saturdays for chasing deer this year 
instead of one, two full weeks for 
deer season instead of one, and the 
state keeps closer control over the 
deer population, which continues to 
rise in Massachusetts, 

Sounds good, but let's be careful 
out there. An increase in hunting 
accidents would be a severe down- 
side to these added days of autumn.

Bicycle accidents 
injure 200,000 
yearly | 


Thousands of children around the 
nation are about to spend the first 
days of school in a hospital room 
instead of a classroom. 

The National Head Injury 
foundation, Inc., estimates that 
200,000 children are hospitalized 
each year with head trauma many. 
will suffer severe lifelong 
disabilities. 

“The biggest cause of brain injury 
in school age children is bicycle 
related accidents," said Steven B. 
DeMaranville, executive director of 
Wilmington Woods. "With the 
opening of school, children around 
the nation increase their risk of head 
injury because they bike without a 
helmet." 

The National Head Injury 
Foundation estimates that only two 
percent of elementary and high 
school children wear helmets when

they bike ride. 

"Bike helmets should join 
notebooks and pencils as required 
school supplies," Demaranville said, 

"The majority of bicycle accidents 
occur at intersections close .to the 
child's home," he said. "Children 
tend to ride right through 
intersections without stopping or 
even looking to see if there's any 
oncoming traffic." 

“Parents need to realize that a 
bicycle is a child's first vehicle, a 
serious piece of cquipment,": 
DeMaranville said. "You have to 
teach your children to abide by 
traffic signals and signs and to 
develop good safety habits, just as if 
they were operating a motor 
vehicle." 

The fit of both the helmet and the 
bicycle also are important safety 
precautions often neglected. 

"If the bike helmet doesn't fit 
properly, it could slip down in front 
of the youngster's eyes and cause an 
accident,:" DeMaranville explained. 
"You should never borrow someone 
else's bike helmet." 

He also said that parents should 
make sure youngsters’ don't ride 
bikes that are too big - it's too casy 
to lose control. 

"The death toll from bike 
accidents in young children is 
greater than from poisoning or 
from falls," he said. "For older 
children, those age 15 to 24, the 
leading cause of head injury is 
automobile accidents." 

“Every 15 seconds, somcone in the 
U.S. gets a head injury," 
Demaranville explained. "Trau- 
matic brain injury is the number 
one killer and disabler of American 
youth, the National Head Injury 
Foundation estimates. The 
economic cost alone of taking care 
of these people is nearly $25 billion

“Taxidermy is considered an 
art form,” Casoli said. “The eyes 
are the most expressive part of 
the mount.

LaRosa is a deputy 
sheriff in the East Cambridge 
office of Sheriff John McGonigle 
which is the subject of an FBI 
probe, according to one Melrose 
newspaper. 

A Melrose teacher since 1964, 
LaRosa had been middle school 
principal since the early ‘80's. 
He had expressed interest in 
this year’s state early retire- 
ment incentive which the 
Melrose School Committee later 
voted down. 


LaRosa is not the only 
Melrose veteran who has 
announced an immediate or 
upcoming retirement. Superin- 
tendent of Schools Dr. David 
Driscoll resigned as of July 1st 
to become state deputy commis- 
sioner of education, leaving Dr. 
Richard Incerto Acting 
Superintendent of Schools for 
the next nine to 12 months; and 
Horace Mann _ Principak 
Kathleen Buckley left to become 
assistant superintendent in 
Winchester. 

Other administrators who 
announced that they would 
retire within the next three 
years are: Middle School 
Assistant Principal William 
Nagle (1995); High School 
Principal Claude Croston and 
Assistant Principal James 
Frontero; Lincoln School 
Principal Robert Fancy; and 
Roosevelt School Principal Joe 
Bateman. 

There is talk of restructuring 
the school system.
